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Terrorists promise release 
of one Lebanon hostage

BEIRUT, Lebanon — A pro-Ira- 
nian group holding three U.S. educa- 
tors hostage promised Wednesday to 
free one of the Americans within 48 
hours as a humanitarian gesture and 
said he would carry a message for 
President Bush. 

Reliable diplomatic sources in 
Damascus, Syria, confirmed an 
American would be freed Friday in 
the Syrian capital. 

The group, Islamic Jihad for the 
Liberation of Palestine, did not say 
which of the three would be freed. Its 
statement was accompanied by an in- 
stant photograph of Jesse Turner of 
Boise, Idaho. 

The group also holds Alann Steen 
and Robert Polhill. All were abducted 
from the campus of Beirut University 
College on Jan: 24, 1987. They are 
among 18 Westerners, including 
eight Americans, held by pro-Iranian 
groups in Lebanon. 

The kidnappers demanded that 
John Kelly, U.S. assistant secretary 
of state for near eastern affairs, fly to 
Damascus. “The arrangements for 
the release should be accomplished by 


the arrival of John Kelly in Damascus 
to coordinate some final steps to guar- 
antee success within 48 hours,” the 
handwritten statement said. 

It did not specify what the kidnap-

pers expected Kelly to do in Damas- 
cus. Kelly served as U.S. ambassador 
to Lebanon from 19838 to 1988, when 
the eight Americans were seized. 

Diplomatic sources in Damascus 
said Foreign Minister Farouk Sharaa 
last month carried a letter on the is- 
sue from Syrian President Hafez As- 
sad to President Hashemi Rafsanjani 
in Iran. 

The letter stressed the necessity to 


close the hostages’ file, according to 
one of the sources, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

He said the Syrians were following 
a pledge made by Sharaa in February 
to hostage families to seek the release 
of all the captives in Lebanon. 

In Washington, a State Depart- 
ment spokesman, David Denny, said, 
“We have long called for uncondi- 
tional release of the hostages in 
Lebanon. We see this as an important 
humanitarian issue. I cannot predict 
any releases for you at this time; noth- 
ing would be served by speculation. 

“We would, of course, welcome the 
release of any hostage, as we continue 
to urge the release of all of them.” 

The kidnappers’ 26-line message 
was delivered to the independent 
Beirut newspaper An-Nahar and a 
Western news agency in Beirut. It 
was delivered at sundown Wednes- 
day, which could mean the deadline 
would be at sunset Friday. 

The kidnappers said the decision to 
release a hostage came in response to 
requests from Iran and Syria. Iranian 
newspapers associated with Rafsan- 
jani have urged the hostages be re- 
leased on humanitarian grounds.

Paper recycling good and bad

With 41 percent of U.S. residential and commercial 
garbage.consisting of paper and paperboard, recyling of 
newspapers helps cut into the massive solid waste prob- 
lem, but may be leaving us with a whole new set of 
economic and environmental dilemmas, said a local recy- 


cling advocate. 


Ellen McCrady, editor of Alkaline Paper Advocate, said 
with the recycling of newsprint becoming more and more 
prevalent, “we need to start to think beyond the gathering 


stage.” 


One of the biggest problems facing the recycling of 
newspapers is what to do with them after they are col- 


lected, said McCrady. 


“The uses for recycled newprint are limited, and in 
some areas of the country there has been a newspaper 
glut. It is an age old cyclical problem of supply and de- 
mand. We have sometimes collected more newspapers 


than we have use for,” she said.

papers can be used, said McCrady. 


The U.S. and Canadian paper industries have been slow 
to react.to the call for more recycling with only nine paper 
mills in North America being equipped to handle the 
recyling process, according to a Wall Street Journal arti- 
cle. 

These nine plants account for just 13 percent, or about 
2.2 million metric tons, of industry capacity. The U.S. 
alone consumed 12.3 million metric tons of newprint last 
year, according to the Journal article. 

Another problem facing the paper industry is that in 
order for newspapers to be recycled back into usable 
newsprint, the paper must go through a de-inking and 
bleaching process which creates “sludge”, a hazardous 
by-product that needs to be disposed of properly, Me- 
Crady said. 

Each year, the U.S. generates more than 160 million 
tons of solid waste. Of this amount, about 8.5 million tons 
are made up of old newspaper, according to Pulp and 
Paper, a magazine aimed at paper producers. .

Moscow imposes oil, gas embargo

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union on 
Wednesday shut off the supply of oil 
to Lithuania’s only refinery, imposing 
part of Mikhail 8. Gorbachev’s threat- 
ened economic embargo on the 
breakaway Baltic republic, Lithua- 
nian spokesmen said. © 

“The flow of crude oil to Mazhiekiai 
was cut off at approximately 9:30 
p.m.,” said Aidas Palubinskas, a 
spokesman for Lithuania’s Supreme 
Council legislature. 

Reading an official. government 
statement, he said Mazhiekiai refin- 
ery director Bronius Vainoras con- 
firmed the single pipeline feeding the 
plant from the Russian city of Polotsk 
had been shut down. 

The statement said a message read 
earlier by telephone to Vainoras said: 
“In accordance with the resolution of 


the Council of Ministers, we are halt- 
ing pumping of crude oil to your refin- 
ery.” 

The move came just hours after So- 
viet Deputy Oil and Gas Minister 
Aklim Mukhamedzyanov told the So- 
viet news agency Tass that reports of 
an energy cutoff to Lithuania “are 
completely groundless.” 

He said the Soviet Council of Minis- 
ters issued no instructions to stop the 
flow. 
Lithuania is entirely dependent on 
the Soviet Union for all oil and gas, 
and petroleum products are the So- 
viet Union’s most profitable export. 

sales of gasoline to Lithuanian mo- 
torists have tripled this week as resi- 
dents reacted to Gorbachev’s threat, 
with panic-buying, but stocks were 
adequate and no rationing was antici- 
pated, Lithuania’s Energy Minister 
Leonas Asmantas said before the 


shut down Wednesday. 

The Supreme Council refused 
Wednesday to bow to Gorbachev’s ul- 
timatum that it rescind indepen- 
dence-oriented laws, but offered to 
pass no more such measures if the 
Kremlin starts immediate talks. 

After the Supreme Council legisla- 
ture approved an official response to 
Gorbachev, Lithuanian President 
Vytautas Landsbergis warned Gor- 
bachev that an embargo of such sup- 
plies would hurt other republics as 
well as Lithuania. 

At the ,end of two days of some- 
times hedted debate, the Supreme 
Council drafted a letter to Gorbachev 
promising that if talks began before 
May 1, it would not pass any more 
measures to implement its March 11 
declaration of independence. 

In Washington, Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III said action by 


Moscow against Lithuania could 
doom commercial relations between 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States. “It’s very difficult to see some 
of the commercial aspects of our rela- 
tionship surviving the use of force or 
coercion” against Lithuania, Baker 
said. ° 

In a separate letter to Gorbachev, 
the Lithuanian legislature expressed 
“regrets on the position and methods 
chosen by the U.S.S.R.” 

“On our part, as earlier, we are pre- 
pared to discuss any issues, taking 
into consideration all justified inter- 
ests of the Soviet Union, foremost 
those of its citizens and those of a 
strategic nature,” the letter said. 

Legislators said they were forming 
a delegation led by _ Bronius 
Kuzmickas, vice president of the 
Supreme Council, to travel to 
Moscow for possible talks. 
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Beirut bus attack kills 11 schoolchildren 

BEIRUT, Lebanon — A rifle-fired grenade slammed into a school bus and 
exploded during Christian factional fighting Wednesday, killing 11 schoolchil- 
dren and at least four other people. 

“The driver was burning as the bus hit the sidewalk,” mumbled one dazed 
witness. 

“Many of the pupils yelled for help as we tried to extinguish the fire. At least 
one teacher also was among the dead along with the driver,” said a soldier at 
the scene. 

A police spokesman said the bus was hit while crossing into Christian east 
Beirut in the afternoon. It was bringing children back from school in south 
Beirut. The grenade ignited the fuel tank. 

“Tt couldn’t be determined who fired the rifle grenade,” said the spokesman, 
who cannot be named in line with regulations. 

Gen. Michel Aoun’s radio station accused gunmen of Samir Geagea’s 
Lebanese Forces militia of firing at the bus. 

“Geagea is taking pleasure today at the sight of the burned corpses of 
innocent children,” the broadcast said. 

Geagea’s command could not be reached by telephone. But the pro-Geagea 
Voice of Lebanon radio station called the hit “mysterious.” 

Aoun and Geagea have been involved ina bloody power struggle for control 
of the 310-square-mile Christian enclave for more than two months. 


(Viarch inflation equal for Utah and nation 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s inflation rate in March matched the 0.5 
percent increase reported nationally, but the state’s annual rate still is running 
at less than one-half the national average, said Kelly K. Matthews, chief 
economist for First Security Corp. 

Despite the sharp jump in prices reported in First Security’s local Cost of 
Living Index for March, inflation along the Wasatch Front was 2 percent 
during the past 12 months compared with 5.2 percent nationally. 

However, Matthews said, “It looks to me like we are seeing an accelerated 
pace of local inflation.” 

But Matthews said such an increase can be interpreted :as an improved real 
estate and housing environment and a strong retail sector. 

“Of course too much inflation is not desirable, but where we have seén 
essentially minimal inflation over a two-year period, I think it is a net plus that 
reflects upon the underlying strength and growth momentum in our local 
economy,” Matthews said. 


President Bush hails small trade deficit 


WASHINGTON — The United States in February recorded its smallest 
trade deficit in more than six years, a $6.49 billion imbalance that reflected a 
sharp drop in oil imports, the government reported Wednesday. 

The Bush administration, which is counting on strong export growth this 
year to boost a sluggish domestic economy, hailed the dramatic narrowing of 
the deficit. 

But some private economists cautioned that the improvement could be 
short-lived. 

The Commerce Department said February’s trade gap was down 30 percent 
from a $9.32 billion January deficit. It was the best trade showing since 
December 1983, when the deficit was $5.68 billion. 

Imports fell by 7.6 percent, to $38.12 billion, while U.S. exports totaled 
$31.63 billion, a modest 1 percent decline from an all-time high for exports set 
in January. 

Michael Boskin, President Bush’s chief economic adviser, called the trade 
figure “very good news indeed” while cautioning that “we can’t tell yet the 
extent to which it is a temporary or permanent phenomenon.” 


NASA moves Discovery launch up 1 day 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Discovery’s second launch attempt with the 
Hubble Space Telescope was moved up one day because preparations have 
gone so smoothly, NASA said Wednesday. 

“iveryone believes we’re now ready to fly, and all of us are looking forward 
to the data the Hubble Space Telescope will produce as it begins its exploration 
of the universe,” said Robert Crippen, shuttle director for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. oe 

The launch is now set for Tuesday. Before the change, Discovery had been 
scheduled to lift off April 25, 15 days after the first attempt was canceled 
because of a faulty auxiliary power unit, The unit was replaced last weekend 
and fired up early Wednesday for about five minutes.

SALT LAKE CITY — Trans- 
portation officials should have ob- 
tained a permit before discarding 
caustic cement sludge from the “Syn- 
crete” road surface removal project 
into a storm drain system, a health 
official says. 

But the Utah Department of Trans- 
portation said it had never dealt with 
local or state health departments on 
past projects and was unaware of the 
permit requirement. 

Salt Lake City and Salt Lake 
County health officials went to UDOT 
last week and ordered it to stop work 
on removing the failed Syncrete road 
surface from northbound I-15 be- 
tween 3300 South and 5900 South. 

The county was acting on informa- 
tion that construction crews were 
dumping a highly alkaline mixture of 
water and ground cement road sur- 
face into storm drains that feed into 
the countywide drainage system. 

There have been no reports of any 
harm, but health authorities halted 
the project for further tests on the 
discarded Syncrete mixture. 

Final results of the tests will deter- 
mine whether the solid waste can be 
left in the median and used as fill.

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Smoke irks flyers 


BYU professor conducts airline research

A BYU professor has done re- 
search on effects of second-hand 
smoke on airline flights. 

Delbert J. Eatough, professor of 
chemistry, said he wanted to look at 
the penetration of environmental to- 
bacco smoke (ETS) on aircraft. He 
received funding from the Center for 
Indoor Research. 

Data was collected on four DC-10 
flights that were 4.5-hour smoking 
flights. On each flight one subject sat 
in the non-smoking section, one in the 
smoking section, one in front of the 
smoking section and one subject in 
the back of the smoking section. 

Each of the subjects used what 
Eatough called “Briefcase Auto- 
mated Sampling Systems (BASS).” 
Eatough’s report said, “Each BASS 
contained various components de- 
signed to sample for specific com- 
pounds associated with ETS and 
other atmospheric pollutants and 
variables. The inlet to the BASS was 
a Teflon tube located at about breath- 
ing height and fastened to the seat in 
front of the subject.” 

Sampling began when the non- 
smoking sign was turned off and 
ended when the sign was turned back 
on prior to landing. Subjects recorded 
how many cigarettes were smoked 
during the flight. 

After each flight, subjects com- 
pleted flow calibrations with the 
BASS and all of the cigarette butts in 
the ashtrays on the plane were 
counted.

Vietnam: 
the facts 


The Vietnamese team for the Inter- 
national Communications Negotia- 
tion simulation at BYU spend most of 
our time researching and like to think 
that we represent a fairly accurate 
Vietnamese viewpoint. 

First of all, we don’t think Vietnam 
would really give a big hoopty-doo if 
the United States were to apologize 
for their military action. After all, 
what good is an apology to a people 
suffering from malnutrition and a lack 
of proper health care? Is an apology 


Land reform in the last three years 
has allowed citizens to farm their own 
plots. One Australian diplomat noted 
recently that the government has 
performed a Bolivian-style fiscal pol- 
icy reform and has dropped the infla- 
tion rate from 300 percent per year to 
zero. Finally and most importantly, 
they’ve established peaceful relations 
with Laos and have-removed all of 
their troops from Cambodia. The 
Vietnamese have along way to go 
still, but they’ve come very far in a 


enough for the families of the Viet- 
namese farmers who are killed or in- 
jured every week from the some 
seven million unexploded land mines 
and bombs (relics from the war) that 
still cover the Central Highlands? We 
think not. 

Hardest of all for the Vietnamese 
are the current United States trade 
sanctions, which make it illegal to 

® engage in trade with Vietnam, 
either directly or through a third 
party (like Japan); 

@ export. goods, services, cash, 
technology, or gold in any form in 
Vietnam; 

@ do business with “Specially Des- 
ignated” (blacklisted) Vietnamese in- 
dividuals or companies worldwide; 

®send gift parcels worth more than 
$400 to Vietnam; 

® travel directly to Vietnam from 
the United States, or sponsor tours to 
Vietnam from the United States; 

®@ spend money in Vietnam other 
than normal travel expenses; 

® use a credit card for any reason 
while in Vietnam; 

@ the penalty for any such actions 
ranges up to $50,000 in fines and ten 
years in prison per person per of- 
fense. 

This is what the United States has 
been doing to Vietnam for the past 
twenty years — it’s worse than any- 
thing they’ve ever done to our coun- 
try. 
Another important note — the 
Vietnamese rulers are not the hard- 
line communists we fought twenty 
years ago: many reforms have taken 
place inside Vietnam that America 
should be aware of. For example, the 
Vietnamese program for openness 
(“doi moi” in their language) was a 
predecessor to Gorbachev’s “per- 
estroika” six years ago. Vietnam is 
also increasing the political freedoms 
of their citizens, and have allowed po- 
litical refugees in camps in Hong 
Kong to return to their homeland. 


short time. 

So — given the original question, 
what can we do to say we’re sorry to 
the Vietnamese for all the trouble 
we've caused? 

First and foremost, we need to 
grant diplomatic recognition to 
Vietnam. This will help most of all in 
smoothing relations between our two 
countries, and will help the Viet- 
namese acquire money and assistance 


from sources such as the World Bank 


and the IMF. 

Secondly, we should lift the trade 
embargo. This will enable the Viets 
to get the technology and medical 
supplies they need, and allow them to 
trade openly among their pro-United 
States neighbors. 

Finally, we should support them in 
their righteous endeavors. This may 
mean that we begin limited trade with 
them for mutual benefit (Vietnam is 
fairly rich in resources), or just that 
we support them with our tourist dol- 
lars. Vietnam is slow to embrace 
democracy and market capitalism due 
to bad experiences with the Ameri- 
cans and the French, but we might be 
able to effect a change over time. 

Vietnam currently has the fifth 
lowest per capita GNP in the world, 
largely due to United States inter- 
vention. The technologically superior 
United States bombed and demol- 
ished Vietnamese roads, bridges and 
factories two decades ago, leaving the 
Vietnamese people and their country 
in shambles. Starting from scratch, 
the Viets have done quite well in re- 
building despite the trade embargo. 
Nowadays, Vietnam doesn’t need 
United States foreign aid or invest- 
ment capital or apologies: they just 
need us to stop being such sore losers 
and let them get on with their eco- 
nomic recovery. Is that too much to 
ask?

Remembering 
Needleman 


It has been four weeks and it is still 
hard for me to believe Sandor Needle- 
man is dead. I was present at the 
cremation and at his son’s request, 
brought the marshmallows, but few 
of us could think of anything but our 
pain. 

Needleman was constantly obsess- 
ing over his funeral plans and once 
told me, “I much prefer cremation to 
burial in the earth, and both to a 
weekend with Mrs. Needleman.” In 
the end, he chose to have himself cre- 
mated and donated his ashes to the 
University of Heidelberg, which scat- 
tered them to the four winds and got a 
deposit on the urn. 

I can still see him with his crumpled 
suit and grey sweater. Preoccupied 
with weighty matters, he frequently 
would forget to remove the coat 
hanger from his jacket while he wore 
it. I reminded him of it one time at a 
Princeton Commencement and he 
smiled calmly and said, “Good, let 
those who have taken issue with my 
theories think at least that I have 
broad shoulders.” 

Needleman was not an easily un- 
derstood man. His reticence was mis- 
taken for coldness, but he was capable 
of great compassion, and after wit- 
nessing a particularly horrible mine 
disaster once, he could not finish a 
second helping of waffles. His silence, 
too, put people off, but he felt speech 
was a flawed method of communica- 
tion and he preferred. to hold even his 
most intimate conversations with sig- 
nal flags. 

As always, at the time of Needle- 
man’s death he was at work on several 
things. He was creating an Ethics, 
based on his theory that “good and 
just behavior is not only more moral 
but could be done by phone.” Also, he 
was halfway through a new study of 
semantics, proving (as he so violently 
insisted) that sentence structure is in- 
nate but that whining is acquired. Fi- 
nally, yet another book on the Holo- 
eaust. This one with cutouts. 
Needleman had always been obsessed 
by the problem of evil and argued 
quite eloquently that true evil was 
only possible if its perpetrator was 
named Blackie or Pete. 

Authentic Being, reasoned Needle- 
man, could only be achieved on week- 
ends and even then it required the 
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borrowing of a car. Man, according to 
Needleman, was not a “thing” apart 
from nature, but was involved “in na- 
ture,” and could not observe his own 
existence without first pretending to 
be indifferent and then running 
around to the opposite end of the 
room quickly in the hopes of glimps- 
ing himself. 

Everywhere in Europe Needleman 
went, students and intellectuals were 
eager to help him, awed by his reputa- 
tion. On the run, he found time to 
publish Time, Essence, and Reality: 
A Systematic Reevaluation of Noth- 
ingness and his delightful lighter 
treatise, The Best Places to Eat While 
in Hiding. Once in America, Needle- 
man was rarely out of public contro- 
versy. He published his famous, Non- 
Existence: What To Do If It Suddenly 
Strikes Yow. Also the classic work on 
linguistic philosophy, Semantic 


Modes of Non-Essential Function-. 


ing, which was made into the hit 
movie, They Flew By Night. 

Needleman was passionate about 
the halting of nuclear testing and flew 
to Los Alamos, where he and several 
students refused to remove them- 
selves from the site of a scheduled 
atomic detonation. As minutes ticked 
off and it became apparent the test 
would proceed as planned, Needle- 
man was heard to mutter, “Uh-oh,” 
and made arun for it. What the news- 
papers did not print was that he had 
not eaten all day.

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Utahns stay in homes longer than most

Utah ranks as one of the top three states in the 
country when it comes to homeowners staying in 
the same house for many years, a study shows. 

A report compiled by Chicago Title and Trust 
Co., as of 1988, lists Utahns as living in their homes 
an average of 19.2 years. Only Wyoming and Loui- 
siana had a slower turnover than Utah; Wyoming 
homeowners move an average of once every 20.8 
years and Louisianians move an average of once

WASHINGTON — States may 
make it a crime to possess or look at 
child pornography, even in one’s 
home, the Supreme Court said 
Wednesday, as it imposed new limits 
on freedom of expression and privacy. 

Voting 6-3, the justices upheld an 
Ohio law aimed at stamping out such 
material by punishing those who buy 
it, not only those who sell it. 

Conservatives cheered the deci- 
sion, saying it gives states a blueprint 
for tough legislation.
